Dre Wi W. Andrews of Regina has 
a-clear idea of one of the chief needs 
of Saskatchewan-trees, Dr. An- 
drews, The Regina Leader -says, pro- 
hoses tliat cach road in the province

trees, that is, thoséon the road line 
on. cither sid¢, should consist of ash 
and clm. These should be intermix- 
ed with more rapidly-growing trees 
to afford almost immediate © pretec- 
tion, and shich could be removed as 
the permanent trees become of suffi: 
cient: size.’ The outer row on cach 
side should ‘ consist’ of carrdganas, 
poplars, cte.,. which’ could’ be © made 
fo. grow cufficiently dense near the 
ground to act as wind breaks. and

With this schemé carricd into ef- 
fect, as Dr. Andrews says, there 
would be no deep drifts.on the roads 
in winter’ the trees would. point the 
way in blizzards, and make the roads 
safe eyen for school children in win- 
ter; hot winds would not dry up the 
fields as now, and Iong’ stretches of 
level prairie would be broken and 
beatitified, as countless, roadsides in 
Ontario are beautified now by -ave- 
nues of trees. :
